CORRESPONDENCE. 
Eprrok BULiuetin, DEAR Sik: 


According to promise Isend you a few notes 
of my trip from Edmonton to Duluth. 
The Edmonton district is now attracting 


much attention avd every train arriving is 
crowded witha respectable class of farm- 
ers from all part8 of Canada andthe Northern 
States, fromthe Atlantic to the Pacific; all 
vaer to secure farms in the far famed valley of 
the Saskatchewan, expressing surprise at find- 
jug the snow nearly gone andthe country 
settling so rapidly. 

Qu Friday, April 14th I left Edmonton for 
Winmpeg, arriving there on Sunday 16th, find- 
ing the city crowded with emigrants from the 
east aud south. , 

The snow still lay on the ground to the depth 
of three or four inches in the vicinity of Winni- 
peg but the weather was mild and spring like. 

Proceeding south on Tuesday from Winnipeg 
to Duluth via~ Grand Forks and Elk River, 
Minnesota, I was surprised to find the Red 
River Valley almost entirely under water, 
houses and barns surrounded and cattle and 
horses helplessly standing on the highest ground 
they could find in a pitiless snow storm which 
soon became a fierce blizzard. 

In Fargo, North Dakota, the river rose 27 
fect and fears are expressed that the Grandin 
elevator is undermined,as it 18 leaning fully two 
feet to the south and may collapse at any time. 

Ayril 20th and 2Ist the blizzard raged furi- 
ously, delaying trains and causing serious loss 
of life amongst horses and cattle on the prairies 
of Minnesota and Dakota,and should rain ensue 
the position of farmers in the States mentioned 
will be disastrous indeed, as their lands are 
covered with water, their buildingsSin some 
cases undermined and it will be impossible for 
them to get any seeding done in time to ensure 
a crop of wheat. 

Those who have left Dakota and Minnesota 
for Alberta have indeed every season to con- 
sratulate themselves ai h ving se-ured homes 
on the sunny slopes of Alverta where they can 
jook down the steep banks of the placid Saskat- 

chewan and easily realize that they are at least 
safe from disastrous floods, and will not find it 
neces ary to use boats to visit their horses and
